W est 
Broadway extended, who recently 
returned to th e S tates from Iwo He 
is at a base in C alifornia at d ex­ 
pects to be tran sferred to an eastern 
port in the early future 
His article follows; 
“ It seems th e day we've been w ait­ 
ing agen for has finally arrived 
Til roe m onths and twelve days—or 
I to be exact— IOO clays was the length 
of our 
lay a t Iwo Jima We knew 
a few days in advance th a t there 
were possibilities of our leaving this 
Ood-forsaken rock It certainly was 
a sweet sound to hear the voice over 
the loud speaker system announce ire 
ready for sea in th irty minutes.' You 
can bet we w ere ready 
“It was w ith a happy. \et a sad 
thought 
th a t 
we 
left 
the 
place 
Happy because we were leaving the 
danger, dirt, dust, flies and countless 
other inconveniences of Iwo Jim a 
*nd sad because we were parting 
from the resting place of the gallant 
j marines and sailors who gave their 
lives th a t we could 
hold 
a tiny 
oyster-shaped piece of hellground 
for our airstrip s, so im portant as a 
jum ping off place for our planes. 
'Im p o rta n t, too. 
as a 
refuge and 
stopping 
place 
for our 
dam aged 
planes returning from Jap an or those 
J low on fuel. 
Courageous Pilots 
‘ M any times we’ve seen returning 
planer with wings partly missing and 
engines refusing to turn; we've heard 
th e word ‘be on lookout for pilots’ 
w ho were forced to bail out because 
It was dangerous or impossible to 
land their damaged bombers and 
fighter planes 
“T h is reminds me of the story of 
a courageous and determined flier 
who was critically wounded but who. 
th ro u g h 
determ ination 
and 
the 
th o u g h t th at he ‘must return his 
plane.' came in for a perfect landing, 
c u t his engine and died before the 
ground crew could remove him from 
th e plane. Tills is the kind of guts' 
the fighting men display here - i f s 
fig h t and fight all the way We took 
this ‘rock’ at a terrific cost of lives 
► and m aterial and the men all say 
‘we ll hold It or die.’ 
“A fter we’d steamed about twelve 
m iles from Iwo. it was with a feel­ 
ing of relief th at I viewed the island 
which was the scene of my 
firs? 
invasion, and by consensus of war 
w riters to have been ‘the worst and 
bloodiest in our Pacific Cam paign.’ 
Seeing th e clouds and dust over Mt 
Suribachi almost duplicated the pic­ 
ture of the m orning of invasion 
F ebruary 19 The only thing missing 
now were the gun flashes and the 
noises from the actual battle T hat 
will be one Incident that will lie for­ 
ever stam ped on our memories. 
In Sm all Convoy 
“T ile day we sailed was a beautiful 
one—clear and warm, but we knew 
we would go to general quarters 
shortly before sunset to be on the 
lookout for attacking sub' We were 
still w ithin dangerous waters and to 
relax vigilance now u'ould probably 
undo all we’d accomplished in the 
trying IOO days on Iwo Jim a 
“We are traveling in a small con­ 
voy and are constantly on guard by 
rad ar and lookout watch Upon re­

I In* fleet has concealed its course behind radio .silence 
since it broke off shelling at 12:05 a. rn. today.

London re | tort od hearing a broadcast that 18 Allied war­ 
ships bombarded Honshu’s east coast aiwain for an hour at 
noon today. 
(Tokyo 'Hid American and British carriers sent 500 
planes back over the Tokyo area. today, following up yester­ 
day’- raid by 1,500 carrier aircraft. 
( I he enemy admitted Japanese helplessness by stating 
that the Allied Fleet is “liable to attack us at any chosen 
time and place.”)
